While it would be dldieult to set any 


(bounds to the possible assumption of 
power by federal courts hereafter, it 
.'s /probable that the case of Judge Ad 
ams of St. Louis will be as appropri- 
ate as any other for use by the foes of 
government by injunction. 


In this instance the magistrate has 


•convicted himself. 
It may be some 


time before another judge will go to 
such lengtis of oppression as he has 
done and at the same time place upon 
record an open confession of his 
wrong-doing. 


If the enemies of judicial tyranny 


desire a sufficient justification for a 
demand that Congress phall take ac- 
tion for the .defense of popular rights, 
or if they shall conclude that impeach- 
ment proceedings will more quickly 
direct public attention to what has 
become a monstrous and a dangerous 
abuse, the. case of Judge Adams will 
be found sufficient for their purpose. 


The utterances ot this magistrate at 


the time when he dissolved the injunc- 
tion against the officers of the Wabash 
trainmen's organization amounted to 
an admission that Ms peremptory ac- 
'tion in the matter in the first place 
•was unlawful, oppressive and unjust. 
(Furthermore, he asserted, in an at- 
tempt to excuse bis action, a power 
over the 
minds and consciences ot 


men which is new oven in injunction 
proceedings. 


•The injunction was 'granted, we are 


'told, on the representation that the 
officers of trie employes' organizations 
were about to order a strike which the 
members did not approve of. It -was 
dissolved on the showing -that this 
contention could not be sustained. It 
follows, therefore, that if a judge is 
assured by interested parties that a 
strike, lawful in itself, is to be ordered 
without the approva-1 of the-men in- 
volved an injunction may issue on this 
ex parte showing without notice to the 
other side and without evidence as to 
its truth or falsity. 


In this way a movement wholly law- 


ful in itself is stamped! fyy judicial ab- 
solutism as unlawful and is forbidden 
under pains and penalties prescribed 
by no law and to be determined/, only 
by the caprice of fche judge himself. 
If this is not a misuse of tbe writ of 
injunction it would be difficult to am-1 
agine what would be. In a matter in-1 
volving the legal rignts of thousands 
it accepts the word of one iparty and 
refuses the other even a hearing. It' 
deprives the court at the very outset' 
of its judicial character and makes' 
it an instrument to be used flagrantly 
to the advantage of one disputant and 
to th(e disadvantage of the other.

general opinion was that it was of vast 
and widespread importance to He- 
brews in Russia as well as to Russia 
itself. 
Some doubt was expressed as 


to tlia exact meaning of tbe decree, 
jiowe.vcr, and Richard J. H. Gottbeil 
professor vof Semitic languages at Co- 
lumbia university, dissented somewhat 
from the opinion of others, ucelariu. 
the decree did uot give to tbe Hebrews 
in Russia what they most needed, says 


eJKew York Herald. 
Oscar S. Straus,'former minister to 


Turkey, when seen at his New York 
home, expressed himself somewhat en- 
thusiastically about the decree of tba 
Russian czar: 


"If 
thf> czar's decree as reported 


mea..o what tlie language indicates,'' 
Mr. Straus said, "it will usher in a new 
_ra for Russia. Russia had begun to 
take a long step forward in the inarch 
of civilization several years before the 
death of tbe late czar. This was gen- 
erally known and felt and made his 
untimely end a deplorable calamity for 
the suffering millions in that vast em- 
pire. 


"Unfortunately the young czar, "who 


succeeded his father, fell under the 
domination of the reactionary party 
headed by Pobiedonostseff, procurator 
general of the holy synod. This man, 
who has apparently dominated the czar 
and his surroundings, has proved to be 
a veritable Torquemada and introduced 
the pitiless policy of extermination 
against all dissenting religious "sects, 
arid as a result the great suffering fell 
upon that simple and unoffending sect 
the Stundists and upon the 5,000,000 
Jews. 


"Deaths caused by these persecutions 


will far outnumber the losses in the 
Kapoleonie wars. At .the same tinii3 
hundreds and thousands of capable 
and energetic men have left tbe empire 
as refugees to enjoy some measure of 
freedom. By persons somewhat famil- 
iar Tv-ith the conditions of affairs in 
Russia and by diplomatic representa- 
tives who came in contact with the 
present czar it was believed he was a 
man who desired to carry forward the 
liberal policy inaugurated by his fa- 
ther. 


"Some few months ago it was re- 


ported that the procurator general o/ 
the holy synod" had been removed or 
compelled to resign. That fact fore- 
shadowed a more liberal policy, and 
this is not only now corroborated, but 
definitely and touchingly stated in the 
opening paragraphs of the decree. 
I 


believe this will mark a new era for 
the Russian empire. 
It is as signifi- 


cant a step forward within the bounda- 
ries of the great empire as was the in- 
vitation sent by this young czar last 
year to the civilized nations of tbe 
world to come together in a peace con- 
gress. 


'"This decree, if it means anything— 


and, as I read it. in the light of events, 
I think it means very much-—will se- 
cure religious freedom to all uonortho- 
dox sects, Christians and Hebrews 
alike- Unless it does this it would be 
a mockery. 
Politically, as I read it. 


the decree signifies further emancipa- 
tion of the lower classes in Russia, that 
great class that was nominally freed 
from serfdom in tbe previous reign." 


Professor Gottheil. who besides bis 


professorship at Columbia is president 
of the A mcrican Federation of Zionists. 
;;ftcr reading the czar's decree, said it 
was so delightfully vague it tni^lit 
moan anything and probably meant 
nothing. 


There seems to be no doubt that the 


young c-ar is sninnnted by t!ip v?ry 
best laotivos." Pr»*c«sor GoJthoil add- 
ed, "and wishes to do something for 
the betterment of bis people. What be 
wishes to do is not apparent from the 
rescript, and even if it were it is very 
questionable wbetber a ruler so com- 
pletely governed by his state officials 
as is tbe czar could really make bis 
wishes felt. 
One feels like smiling at 


the somewhat naive statement in re- 
gard to tbe principles of toleration laid 
down !>y line fundamental laws of the 
Russian empire.

Erncst^ll. Crosby dow i-ot see mucl 


in the czar's decree to arousu onthusi- 
a^ni, says the New York American 
From the rpjiort of the decree, as he re 
ceives it, he is prone to see its vague- 
ness and apparent weakness. Edu- 
cated to a certain extent upon Russia's 
conditions by a trip through that coun- 
try, and an enthusiastic friend of Tol- 
stoi, the famous writer nnd reformer, 
Mr. Crosby is iu a position to gather 
tbe real import of the czar's decree. 


'•The freedom the czar offers to the 


nonorthodox creeds,'' said Air. Crosby, 
"has been theirs for some time past. 
The orthodox creed and so called inter- 
ference with it has been the excuse for 
the tyranny of the past. Yet tbe de- 
cree says nothing except by implication 
on this score. 


"Promises, mere promises," he said 


when the civil reforms mentioned in 
the dispatch were taken up. "The gov- 
ernment has been making promises and 
appointing commissions for reform for 
years, but nothing ever comes of it. 
The commissions live for awhile, then 
pass out of existence without doing 
anything and are forgotten. Then oth- 
ers are appointed, and so the promising 
and the appointing keeps on. 


"The report on the czar's decree is so 


brief that it is impossible to judge of 
its character, but it does not seem to 
be farreacbing. As for the decree to 
grant freedom cf religion to all Rus- 
sian subjects who profess nonorthodox 
creeds, that freedom, 1 believe, exists 
already. For instance, the Catholics in 
Poland and the Protestants in Finland 
being tolerated, the only thing the Rus- 
sian government objects to is "the con 
version of orthodox Russians to other 
creeds, and, so far as I can judge from 
the czar's decree, it does not affect 
them. 


"If it is the intention of the decree to 


permit the entire freedom of change of 
creed, it will be indeed a distinct ad- 
vance, but I doubt that the decree will 
prove so fan-caching. 
The economic 


measures covered by the decree seem 
to depend upon a future examination 
by various commissioners, and, as such 
commissions drag along for years in 
.Russia and frequently come to noth- 
ing, it is much too early to make much 
prophecy. 


"Tolstoi is mainly interested in the 


material welfare of the people of Rus- 
sia, and when I talked with him in 
Russia he had much to say upon the 
life and needs of his people. I remem- 
ber an amusing remark he made. 'If 
I was the autocrat of Russia.' he said, 
'I would call a national parliament, en- 
act Henry George's single tax and then 
abdicate.'"

One of the ino^t rcinarkahlc hoys tho 


world ever saw was V-.'iilij.i.i i'itt. lie 
nstonislicd folk \ \ i t l i hi', leaning at tin; 
afju of seven, lie hecame prune I'lin- 
ister of lOugland when he uas twenty- 
four. 


He was a sickly hoy, but lit; loo't :ill 


Hie out of door exercise l.is deljrate 
frame could hear anil \\as n> eayer to 
!-tudy us mo«t hoys are to pluy. 
He 


would not i'-t his weak body stop iiin 
work, and ho was reading ancient l.-is- 
tory :\i an a fie when mo-;t children are 
reading stories written in vrord-. of 
one syllable. 


His father was the great Karl of 


Chatham, and the boy was brought in- 
to contact with all the ;;roat n:en of 
the time in Kn^hind. 
When 1'e was 


thirteen years old l.e wrote a tragedy 
which he failed "Laurentine, Kin^ of 
Clariniiiiu.'1 


At this age, too, he was able to read 


Greek and Latin iilmost as well as lie 
could Knidisli. lie also was well in- 
formed on the. politics of the day and 
on a variety of subjects about which 
only men of learning are supposed to 
know anything. 


At fourteen he was able to take the 


works of ThvK'yclides, written in Greek, 
and rend page after pa£<\ turning it 
into excellent Knfrlibh as he read, and 
this off hand translation of his is said 
to have been almost without a flaw. 


His father spoke of him an "eager 


Mr. William, the counselor, the philos- 
opher/' At the age of fourteen he en- 
tered the croat'• University of Cam- 
bridge in England and at once, in spite 
of his youth, took a high place among 
the students at that celebrated place 
of learning. 


When he went to Cambridge, the boy 


was in such feeble health that he had 
to be accompanied by a nurse, and all 
through his course there he was in so 
poor a condition, physically, that it was 
doubted if- he ever would be able to 
fiuish the course. 


But hard study seemed to agree with 


him, and when he was graduated, at 
the ago of seveutenn. he. was much 
stronger than when he entered the uni- 
versity. 
/ 


At an age when most hoys arc pre- 


paring to outer college, or. if they are 
very clever, have just become' fresh- 
men, young Pitt won tht> 'degree of 
master of arts from one of the great- 
est universities in the'world and began 
the study of lawv ' 
""jSjP^wenry-orje he was admitted to 
the bai\^iud/tlie same year was elected 
a member of parliament, to become 
.prime minister three years later. 


While he was yet a law student and 


only eighteen years old he attracted 
the attention of prominent meu by his 
clear views on the questions of govern- 
ment, which theii were perplexing the 
rulers of England. The boy was iu- 
vited everywhere, and men holding the 
most important offices listened to bis 
advice and asked his opinions. 


His frienils wanted him TO go into 


parliament when be was twenty aud 
nil predicted for him a brilliant career. 
It was curious to see this delicate strip- 
ling, a boy iu looks and years, meeting 
the great aud wise_ men of the country 
ns an equal and conversing on even 
terms with the most learned scholars 
of the day. 


Young Pitt used to like to listen to 


the debates in the British parliament, 
and Mr. Fox. the great statesman, 
meeting him once after a debate, was 
astonished at the manner in which the 
boy criticised the eminent men who 
hud spoken and pointed out where they 
could 
have 
made 
their 
argument 


stronger. 


One of the hardest works to under- 


stand that evor were written is a book 
called "Cassandra.'' written by a man 
named I.ycopliroiiis. It is written in 
Greek. A learned man placed the book 
in the hands of young Pitt when tlie 
boy was sixteen years old. and he read 
it at first sight, translating into Eng- 
lish as he read nud explaining it'iu a 
manner which made the learned man 
declare that hnd he not seen it he 
-would Isnvp believed it to be beyond 
th'o power of human intellect."' 


When Pitt was sixteen, his father de- 


clared that he would be a srcat states- 
man and was the hope of the country- 
Other folks soon became of his father's 
way of tbinkiug. aud that is why they 
put him into parliament wlien he was 
soyoumrnnd made him prime minister 
so soon after. 


He fnluil<><] nil that was expected of 


him ami ruled England during thirteen 
of the most eventful years of her his- 
tory.—Detroit Free Press.

William Cullen Bryant, the famous 


American poet, began writing verses at 
the early age of eight. His father was 
a doctor, being also very foud of tiie 
study of botany, ar.d had accumulated 
quite a complete library of volumes 
devoted to these two subjects. Young 
\Villintn was a great reader, devouring 
everything that came in bis way. and 
of course very early explored the con- 
tents of tbis library. Thus he was in- 
troduced to the study of nature, but it 
was the subject of death, with which 
he w^s confronted in the medical 
works, -which uiado the most profound 
impression upon him. So deeply was 
iic stirred by its consideration that he 
composed a poem, for which be coined 
a name, calling it "Thaiiatopsis, or a 
View of Death.'' 


After having completed it, why we 


do not know, he did not show it to any 
one. but hid it away iu his father's 
desk. Doubtless lie soon forjtot its 
whereabouts, for soon afterward he 
left home to eudy law :'.ud then to 
practice his profession in a neighboring 
town, never having disturbed tlie com- 
position. Meantime the North Ameri- 
can Review bad been started, and Dr. 
Bryant. happening to Jjr.d the poem in 
a pigeonhole of his desk, sont it to the 
editor of the new publication. He was 
delighted ivitli it ami showed ;t to the 
well Uno\rn critic. Ki<-bard II. Dana. 
He immediately ox<-laiiupd: "You have 
boon imposed upon. Xo one on tlite j-i<l« 
of the Atlantic is capable of writing 
such verses."

announcement by the throne that the 
construction of a railway to connect 
the tombs with the Luhaii line was 
for the purpose of reducing the cost of 
these pilgrimages, tlie expenditures 
have been multiplied.

That the efforts to confine the waters 


of this mighty river within its banks 
are uot always successful is evidenced 
>y the widespread devastations which 
have resulted from the Hoods of this 
jnrt previous years. "While the stress 
.ipou the controlling barriers is ouiy 
"elt in the flood season, when the Mis- 
sissippi's normal waters are augment- 
ed a hundredfold by the spring fresh- 
ets of its numerous tributaries, the ut- 
most care and almost ceaseless labo 
•ire required all the year around to keep 
hese barriers in repair against the 
itue when the snow and ice iruprls- 
med waters of the farther north are 
et loose by the returning sun and come 
ushing madly down toward the sea in 
wild, relentless and resistless torrent. 
Prom Cairo to the-gulf the Mississip- 
ii Ilows through a Ilat land generally 
t a mean level above that of the sur- 
ounding country. Along the left or 
ast bank there are bluffs here and 
here, with lowlands between that 
ave to be protected, but on the west 
ide of the river the land lies low and 
t places really falls away, so that you 
;ave to go up hill to get to the river. 
Originally the Mississippi formed its 
wn banks with mud which it washed 
p and deposited and -wasn't at all par- 
icular where those banks were, cluing- 
ug them at will to suit its fancy. The 
boriginal dwellers in the valley didn't 


mind this much, since they could push 
their canoes across the stream at one 
place as well as another, and it wasn't 
very important anyway whether he 
got across or uot. Xor was it material 
to the red man whether one section of 
the valley or another or the whole of it 
was covered with water. ' But when 
the white man began 
Mississippi valley and cultivate its 
deep. rich, red, alluvial soil it speedily 
became apparent that something must 
be done to keep the erratic and change- 
ful river within bounds. So for n cen- 
tury the building of levees has gone on 
until 
now earthworks 
have 
been 


thrown up against the spring invasion 
of the waters all the way from Cairo 
to the .delta, a distance of about 1.500 
miles. 


The levees have been built partly by 


the federal government, partly by the 
abutting states, but chicJly by the plan- 
tation owners adjacent to the river, 
who formed levee districts, with boards 
empowered to levy taxes for the work

of construction and maintenance. \VitU- j 
in the main levees art- often private J 
ievocs constructed by plantation "own- 
ers or by towns, and sometimes one 
will find places which resemble a for- 
tress, with a series of earthworks.

Breaks in the 
Icvce-s are of two 


kinds—the sudden giving way of a sod- 
den bank, turned to mt:d by the grad- 
ual slope of the water, ;;:ul the slow 
but insidious mining ot crawfish, the 
greatest enemy the levee lias because 
it i.-; impossible to combat them. 


There is always a certain amount of 


seepage going on in the earthworks. 
and if the interior of the li-vco is open 
it begins to «ivu, and the shell gives 
way. The tremendous pressure.- of tho 
rushing waters instantly carries the 
walls away, and the river rushes 
through. 
Nothing ca'n will-stand the 


Hood if it gets beyond the initiatory 
break, and no .force that man can 
readily apply can close the gap until 
an enormous amount of damage has 
boon done. Some of the earlier build- 
ers left large tree stm;ip>: in the earth 
of which the levee is composed. These 
gradually rot and leave u hole which 
begins to cave, and the seepage fin- 
ishes the work of destruction. 


The conflicting interests of the plant 


eiv, along the banks of Ihe river arc 
a menace to the integrity of the levee. 
Naturally every planter would rathci 
see :i break occur below than above 
him. 
If it occurs below, his river 


frontage is at once relieved of the 
pressure1 of the water, anil it" his levee 
happens to be weak in any spot it 
may be saved by a lmv,k below and 
not only his plantation, hut the lives 
of himself and, tbe members of his 
family, be preserved. This is the source 
of temptation in times of stress that 
makes men sometimes so far forget 
themselves as to cause u levee to be 
undermined. 


Another source of danger 
comes 


from the lumbermen hi the swamps 
back of the levee.- It is manifestly 
cheaper for them to float their timber 
JUt than to haul it. iii-nce they profit 
liy a flood. 


During the season of high water the 


levees are carefully an;l constantly 
niarded. 
Hundreds"' of 
policemen 


armed with rifles inarch along the 
crown of the levees''watching every 
foot of it to preveiif its being tam- 
pered witli. Xo person riot authorized or 
who cannot give ;i satisfactory account 
of his purpose is -permitted to ap- 
proach. If he persists in hanging abour 
.he levee or is caught iu tho act of 
damaging it, he is promptly shot and 
.ried afterward. 
A guard patrolling the levee notices 


t slight leakage .on the inner side o!' 
he embankment The crown of the 
evee "sounds'' beneath his feet. I'res- 
ntly :i.small stream spurts from the 
nncr wall. lie knows the sign. The 
crawfish have undermined the levee. 
and one has worked through, making 
a small tunnel scarcely an inch in di- 
iineter. through which the water has 
ollowed from the nest in the middle 
)f the embankment. In a case like this 
expediency is the thing. Quick work 
nay save the levee. An hour's neglect 
u:iy result in a crevasse, through 
vhich the Mississippi will pour in a 
aging torrent. 
The rapidity with which a break in 
lie levee becomes a crevasse is one of 
lie terrible features of a Mississippi 
ood. Wbeii the guard has discovered
